No further investigation is contemplated by MY with regard to'

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During 1970 and 1971 a reasonably 
articulate Arab in the United States 
would frequently be asked to partici- 
pate in public discussions on the Mid- 
dle East question. On onfe occasion I 
was preceded to the lectern by an 
Israeli speaker who, I thought then, 
had the lack of irony to say that it 
was the Arabs that had always seen 
themselves as the chosen people. 

Obviously this heedless remark was 
a later embarrassment to him as a 
Jew, and' it was easy to mock him 
with his own observation, , This inci- 
dent isn’t perhaps of tremendous value 
now, except that it does come back, 
particularly during these anxious and 
confusing days of this fourth Arab- 
Israeli war. You begin to realize that 
what, as an intellectual of secular 
persuasion you have always believed, 
that there is really no such thing as 
a divinely chosen race, has a disquiet- 
ing additional meaning; 

No, the Jews are not a chosen peo- 
ple, but Arabs and Jews together have 
chosen each other for a struggle whose 
roots seem to go deeper with; each 
year, and' whose future seems less 
thinkable and resolvable each year. 
Neither people . can develop without 
the other there, harassing, taunting, 
fighting; no Arab today, has an identity 
that can be unconscious of the Jew, 
that can rule out the Jew as a psychic 
factor in the Arab identity; conversely, 
I think, no Jew can ignore the Arabin 
general, nor can he immerse himself in 
his.ancient tradition and so lose the 
Pafistinian Arab in particular and 
whit Zionism has done to him. The 
' mole intense these modem struggles 
fo'mdentity become, the more attention 
is pai'l.hy the Arab or the Jew to his 
chosert opponent, or partner. Each is 
the other. 




I can recall that as a child before 
1948 ! ih Palestine and Egypt the for- 
eigners with whom I was surrounded 
here, and there stood out with a hard 
and almost cold' difference from me. 
The Englishman , or the Frenchman or 
the Greek had recognizable patterns 
of speech and even dress, gestures 
unique to each, and so on. Yet the 
Jew, whether he was Egyptian, Pales- 
tinian, Italian or British seemed to 
seep- through those harder identities 
and be mixed up with mine. Usually 
of course, nothing was said, butithere 
was a felt correspondence between us 
nevertheless. Maybe this experience 
was not common to many Arabs: I 
don’t really know". Now, however, 
there is a corporate Arab-Jewish 
identity, so overlaid with events, with 
insults, wars, humiliations and fear, all 
those seeming inevitabilities; but there 
are only the rarest occasions for judg- 
ing how- in victimizing each other — 
often at the instigation of imperialist 
powers — we have shared little except 
conflict and a gradually diminished 
human reality.' ' .

Every Arab has his own natiopal 
identity to protect his spirit from the. 
fraying ordeals of Arabism-Israelism, 
that ugly padlock of one-against-one 
tension. For the Egyptian there is an 
unbroken ' national Egyptian history 
that has endured for eighty centuries; 
this is a sovereign life whose richness 
astounded even Herodotus. For the 
Palestinian perforce his national iden- 
tity is an embattled resistance to 
dispossession . and extinction; yet for 
most of the world he has seemed like 
cigarette ash. moved from comer to 
comer, threatened always with ir- 
reversible dispersion. How many par- 
tisans of Jewish immigration to Israel 
recognize that every penny spent for 
thag- purpose also buys a Palestinian 
more time as an exile from his coun- 
try? 


m information 


How, ever, rV all Arabs have suffered 
both in the Middle East and in the 
West. The Arab is seen as the disrupter 
of Israel’s existence, or, in a larger 
•view, as a surmountable obstacle to 
Israel’s creation in 1948. This has 
been part off the Zionist' attitude to-, 
ward the Arab, especially in the years 
before 1948 when Israel was being 
promulgated ideologically. Palestine 
was imagined as an empty desert wait- 
ing to burst into bloom, its inhabitants 
minimized as inconsequential nomads 
possessing no stable claim to the land 
and therefore no cultural permanence. 
At worst, the Arab today is conceived 
of as a - bloody-minded shadow that 
dogs the Jew. The Jew of pre-Nazi 
Europe has split in two: a Jewish hero, i 
constructed out of a revived cult of 
the adventurer-pioneer, and the Arab, 
his creeping, mysteriously fearsome 
shadow. Thus isolated from his past 
the Arab has seemed condemned to 
being local color or to chastisement 
at the hands of Israeli soldiers land 
tourists, kept in his place by American 
Phantom jets and U J.A. money. 

Such human and political failure 
has for its answering consequence 
Arab military and oil threats, and, soon 
enough, Arab resurgence. Here too it 
is the symmetry that is disturbing; the 
excluded absence in it of some ir- 
regularity'- in the pattern. Yet when 
the Palestinians raised the alternative 
of a secular democratic state for Arabs 
and Jews, for Jews with Arabs, the 
idea was spurned as too utopian, as 
too far outside the monotonously 
balanced sequence of events to be ac- 
cepted. But — is this war a better alter- 
native?

In the words of the Palestine American Congress, 

"The first Palestine American Congress was convened at the 
Biltmore Hotel in New York City on December 2-3, 1978. At 
that time, Palestinian Americans from Canada and the United 
States decided that it would be desirable to develop a 
mechanism for cooperation and coordination in the development 
of plans and programs in furtherance of the following principle: (U) 

"The Palestine American community adheres to 
the principle that the Palestinian people 
constitute an indivisible national unit-, that 
Palestine is its national homeland and that 
the Palestine Liberation Organization is the 
Palestinian people's sole, legitimate repre- 
sentative. The Palestinian American commun- 
ity affirms its support of the Palestinian 
people's struggle to realize its national rights 
including its right to return to its national 
homeland, to national self-determination, and 
to its national independence and sovereignty 
in Palestine. 


"The Palestine American Congress then created a 

Preparatory Co:.r.iittie .... -ooored it to prepare a working paper 
on a proposed constitution for some mechanism for collaborative 
action. The Preparatory Committee.- was also directed to convene

"After many months of deliberation and after the 
circulation of numerous drafts of a proposed working paper, the 
Preparatory Committee finalized its Proposed Constitution in June. 
At that time, it decided to convene this Constitutional Convention. 

• • "In late June, over 12,000- announcements about this 
Proposed Constitution were distributed to the Palestinian American 
Community. Approximately the same number of copies of the 
Proposed Constitution were also disseminated among the community. 

"Pursuant to the provisions of the Proposed Constitution 
Area Conferences were held in approximately 23 cities across the 
United States and Canada. Nearly 2,000 Palestinians participated 
in these Area Conferences selecting over 20 delegates to the 
Constitutional Convention. Additionally, over 50 Palestinian 
American organizations submitted application forms for represent- 
ation to this Constitutional Convention. The combined memberships 
of these organizations includes over 15,000 Palestinian Americans. 

"It is the intention of the Preparatory Committee that 
a Constitution will be approved Dy the Constitutional Convention. 
Then individual organizations would have until December 51st to 
decide whether or not to ratify the Constitution and join the new 
Palestine American Congress. In January of 1900 the first official 
meeting of the Congress would then be convened after another series 
of Area Conferences."

PREAMBLE 


The Palestinian Community In North America adheres to the principles that the Palestinian people constitute an Indivisible 
national unit, that Palestine is Rs national homeland and that the Palestine Liberation Organization is the Palestinian people's 
sole, legitimate representative. The Palestinian Community in North America affirms its support of the Palestinian people's 
struggle to realize its national rights including its right to return to its national homeland, to national self-determination, and 
to Its national Independence and sovereignty in all of Palestine. 

The Palestinian Community in North America upholds the basic fundamental human and national rights of all people and af- 
firms its opposition to racism in ail of its manifestations including Zionism and anti-Semitism. 

In furtherance of these principles, the Palestinian Community in North America hereby creates the Palestine American Con- 
gress In order to assist the community in coordinating and organizing its political, educational, financial) and social support of 
the Palestinian people In particular and the Arab people in general. 

Article I. NAME 

The name of thla council shall be the PALESTINE AMERICAN CONGRESS. ■' 

Article II. PURPOSE 

The Palestine American Congerss shall be an advisory council through which Palestinian organizations in the United States 
and Canada can consult, coordinate, and initiate areas of cooperation on projects and programs in fulfillment of the prln- 
ciplesenunclated in the Preamble.

Powers. The Assembly shall be the highest declslon-maklng-authority within the Palestine American Congress.

The total number of seats in the Assembly and their allocation shall be governed by Articles IV, V 
and VI below. No person shall be entitled to hold more than one seat in the Assembly.

Special Meetings. At the request of either one-third of those holding seats in the Assembly or of one-third of 
the Executive Committee, there will be a special meeting of the Congress in order to take the specific action re- 
quested in the call (or the meeting. There shall be at least ten days written notice prior to the commencement of 
any special meeting. 


Article IV. ORGANIZATIONAL MEMBERSHIP 


Section 1. Palestinian American Organizations. Any North American organization shall be entitled to full membership In 

the Assembly as a Palestinian American organization If It submits to the Credentials Committee a Membership 

Application and submission of the following: 

a. Evidence that the organization subscribes to the principles enunciated In the Preamble. 

b. Evidence that the organization is in fact in existence. 

c. A mailing list (including names and addresses) which demonstrates that the organization has at least 
twenty-five members in good standing. 

d. Evidence that the organization is at least sixty percent Palestinian. 

e. Dues as prescribed in Article IX. 

Section 2. Definitions. For the purpose of this Constitution, any Arab who resides in the Unitbd States or Canada 3hall be 

considered a Palestinian if: 

a. s/he was born in’ Palestine; or R. 

b. s/he is a descendant of someone who was born in Palestine: or 

c. s/he is related by blood or marriage to either a person who was bom in Palestine or to a person who has 

descendants from Palestine: or 

d. s/he was living in Palestine prior to May 15, 1940 and s/he was a Palestinian citizen. 

Section 3. Classification of Palestinian American Organizations 

a. National Organizations. Any Palestinian American organization which otherwise meets the criteria 
prescribed In Section 1 above and which can document the existence of ten or more duly constituted 
chapters, each of which has at least twenty-live members, shall be considered a "National Organization," 

b. Regional Organizations. Any Palestinian American organization which meels the criteria prescribed In 
Section 1 above and which can document the existence ot between five and nine chapters, each of which 
has at least twenty-five members, shall be considered a "Regional Organization." 

c. Local Organizations. Any Palestinian American Organization which meets the criteria prescribed in Sec- 

tion 1 above and which can document the existence of between one and four chapters, each of which has at 
least twenty-five members, shall be considered a "Local Organization." 

d. Exclusivity o( Classiticatlon. For the purposes of this constitution, an organization cannot be classified In * 

more than one of the above delineated classifications. , ,

Section 1. Definition. Four weeks prior to each Annual Meeting of the Assembly Area Conferences shall be convened In 
all cities where concentrations of Palestinians exist.

Section 3. Participation. Any Palestinian American (as defined by Article IV. Section 2 above) shall be entitled to par 
tlclpate In an Area Conference provided he or she has paid an Area Conference fee of $5.00. 

Section 4 . Apportionment. An Area Conference shall be entitled to elect one representative for every one hundred Palesti- 
nian Americans who have paid the Area Conference fee and who In fact actually participated In the Area Con- 
ference.

Those delegates to the Assembly who represent Local Organizations, as defined 
under Article IV, Section 3(c) shall elect three persons from their ranks to the Executive Committee at the 
annual meeting of the Assembly, provided that geographical representation will be taken into account. 

e. Area Conferences. Those delegates to the Assembly who represent Area Conferences as defined under 
Article V, shall elect three persons from their ranks to the Executive Committee at the annual meeting of 
the Assembly, provided that geographical representation will be taken into account. 

f. Canadian Representatives. Those delegates to the Assembly who are from Canada shall elect three per- 

$ sons from their ranks to the Executive Committee at the annual meeting ol the Assembly, provided that 

geographical representation will be taken into account. 

g. Members ol (he Palestine. National Council. All those residents of North America who are members ol the 
Palestine National Council shall be entitled to ex-otlicio nonvoting membership on the Executive Commit- 
tee.

Purpose There 'hall he Local Coordinating Committees in any aopropriate geographical area which shall exist 
to implement the purpose, goals and decisions of the Palestine American Congress.

Section 1. Apportionment of Dues. The annual dues schedule shall be as follows:

(3) Local Organizations: 

$50, plus $1.00 per member. 

b. Area Conferences 
$5 00 per participant. 

Section 2. Fiscal Year. The Executive Committee shall establish a fiscal year. 


Article X AMENDMENTS 

Section 1 . Authority. The Assembly is the only organization empowered to amend thi3 Constitution 

Section 2. Amendments. Copies ol any proposed amendments to this Constitution must be received by the Coordinator 
at least fifteen days prior to the commencement of the meeting which will consider the proposal The Coor 
dlnator will then circulate the proposal to the membership of the Assembly at least ten days prior to the com- 
mencement of (he meeting which would consider the proposal. If seventy-five percent of the membership of the 
Assembly concurs with the proposed aiinendment. It shall be adopted. 

Article XI. RATIFICATION. PROCESS 

Section 1. In the first two weeks of January 19ftO, the -P^esllni! American Congress will come into being with the first 
meeting nf the Assembly. At that time, all organizations which have submitted completed applicaiion forms with 
all support materials, and who hove pain duos will bo certified lor membership 

Section 2. Supervision of Ratification Process. Tna present Preparatory Committee will oversee the work ol the Palestine 
American Congress Including the ratification process until the initial mealing ol the Assembly In January, 1900. 

Section 3. Deletion of Article XI This Article w:.. be deleted from the Constitution at the commencement of the January 
1980 meeting of the Assembly.

The 1980 Palestine Human Rights Campaign National Conference and post-Conference events brought 
together over 375 PHRC participants and supporters trom all across the U.S. 

During the two-day Conference, stinging attacks on U.S. policy were heard from former Senator James 
Abourezk, Congressman Walter Fauntroy (D-DC), and Rev. Ben Chavis, Director of the Commission on Racial 
Justice of the United Church of Christ. 


All criticized continued U.S. silence in the face of 
intensified Israeli violations of Palestinian human 
rights. 

At the Friday night opening session of the con- 
ference, Senator Abourezk told the gathering: 

It is clear to me in this presidential campaign 
that the candidates are more interested in their 
personal electoral rights than human rights in 
the Middle East. 

He noted the State Department’s concern for 

Soviet ballet dancers who don't like their ballet 
instructor. But what do we get when we see 
Israeli expropriation of Palestinian land, torture, 
settlements, squeezing of water rights, and col- 


lective punishment? Silence from the American 
governmeht and more money for Israel. 

Continuing this theme, Congressman Walter 
Fauntroy cited Israel’s refusal to deal justly with 
Palestinians or to recognize their rights, Con- 
gressman Fauntroy called for: 

boldly challenging U.S. foreign aid to Israel for 
there will be no peace in Israel until the PLO is 
at the peace table and Palestinians are given 
human rights, self-determination and a home- 
land. 

Fauntroy concluded by criticizing the 

stubborn, arrogant, ruthless refusal of the Begia 
government to recognize the slogan — ‘Pales- 
tinian rights are the key to peace.’

According to the source, the plenary sessions, 
held Saturday, November 11, 1972, consisted of approximately 
150 people, divided into two lecture rooms, the Horizon Room 
and the Empire Room, Claremont Hotel. There were Burns 
uniformed officers at the registration table and at the 
entrance to each lecture room. There were few college 
students. The minimum age of the people in attendance 
was approximately 40 years of age; and according to the 
source, these people represented all factors of political 
persuasion in the Middle East. 

The main speaker for the session held at the Empire 
Room , 10:00 a.m. to. 12:30 p.m., November 11, 1972, was 
Professor Andreas Papandreou, Department of Economics, 

York University (former Greek Minister to the Prime 
Minister and Minister of Economic Coordination, 1965-1967).

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The main theme of Professor Papandreou* s lecture was the 
imperialistic forces of the United -States against the. peoples 
of the Middle East, Greek and /crab peoples alike. According 
to source, Papandreou expressed an intense hatred for the 
United States" Government and its policies and claimed that 
the Nixon foreign policy of blood and bloodshed in Vietnam 
is very much like his policy to Greece. Furthermore, the 
United States, in its support of Israel, is undermining 
the oppressed peoples of the Kiddle East, North, South, 

East, and Western tiers of the Mediterranean. Papandreou 
continued further against the imperialistic monetary forces 
of the United States, concluding that the United States 
should be removed from the Middle East with violence, if 
necessary. 

The second speaker was Mr. Paul Jacobs, author 
and television interviewer on Channel Q. San Franr.i sr.o. 

Mr. Jacobs replaced both l _____ 

According to the source, the tone of Mr. Jacobs’ address 
relative to the imperialistic forces of the United States 
throughout the world was Stalinist-like. Mr. Jacobs 
spent considerable lecture time on the embrionic stage 
of the political development of Micronesia. Since the 
United States is being removed from the Mainland of Asia, 
the heavy-handed power is being forced to repress the peoples 
of Micronesia who seek political independence and not a 
trusteeship under the forces of Richard Nixon. Jacobs 
asked how can the United .States on one hand be responsible 
for the killings in Vietnam and on the. other hand be 
responsible for the repression of peoples who wish 
political and self determination. 

, Mr. Jacobs spoke at length on his interview with 
the North Vietnamese officials in Paris, France. He stated 
he was impressed by their personal power used in history 
to remove the Chinese 2000 years ago, the forces of Kublai 
Khan, and the French after 19^5. According to Jacobs, the 
North Vietnamese will be willing to wait 2000 years to beat 
the United States and they will win control over the entire 
country, North and .South Vietnam, long after the United 
States has left. 
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Jacobs then gave a summary of the proper use of 
power , which he said must he combined with dedication and 
the use of violence, providing that there is a strategy such 
as the North Vietnamese have displayed. 

On October 8, 1971, Paul Jacobs, who described 
himself as a West Coast radical who ran for 
Senator of California in 1968 with Eldridge 
Cleaver, on the Peace and Freedom Party 
ballot, narrated and produced a television 
program, "Behind the Lines Anatomy of a 
Decision", on National Educational Television, 
Channel 13, New York City, New York. 

Eldridge Cleaver, formerly Minister of 
Information for the Black Panther Party 
(BPP) , is presently a fugitive from justice 
and residing in Africa. 

The Peace and Freedom Party was a political 
party on the California ballot in the 1968 
presidential election. 

The BPP is a black extremist organization 
started in Oakland, California, in December, 

1966. It advocates the use of guns and 
guerrilla tactics to bring about the over- 
throw of the United States Government. 

The "San Francisco Examiner", a dally news- 
paper, dated March 19, 1968, stated, in part, 
that the Peace and Freedom Party endorsed 
Paul Jacobs as a candidate for United States 
Senator from California. Jacobs was described 
as a writer and a veteran labor organizer. The 
article went on to say Jacobs told the delegates 
at the convention, "I am for the military defeat 
ox the United States in Vietnam". Jacobs added 
that aspirations of the Vietnamese people "can 
best be expressed by the removal of United States 
troops". The article went on to state Jacobs 




v 
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was attacked by his foes during the endorse- 
ment battle as a one-time " red-baiter" and 
told reporters later that he is no longer 
anti-Communist. On October 19, 1961, Jacobs 
advised that he joined the Young Communist 
League in 1934, and was expelled six months 
later on charges of refusal to accept 
discipline and for disruptive activity. 

He then joined the Spartacus Youth League 
and later the Workers' Party, Trotskyist 
organizations. Between 1936 and 1940, he 
was a member of the Workers' Party, the 
Revolutionary Workers' Leage, the Socialist 
Party, and finally the League for a Revolu- 
tionary Workers' Party. (AID-Peace Corps 
application, 100-45535 - 157). 


The Young Communist. League, Workers' Party, 
and Revolutionary Workers ' League have been 
designated by the Attorney General of the 
United States pursuant to Executive Order 
10450. 


A columnist for the "San Francisco Chronicle" 
newspaper, on February 15, 1972, reported that 
copies of hundreds of documents stolen from 
the FBI are in the home of Paul Jacobs, who is 
writing a foreword for their publication. 

Source stated further that a young Japanese lady, name 
not announced, delivered the paper of Professor Ojaj concerning 
the foreign policies of Red China with regard to the Middle East 
since 1950. The paper was a general review of a nation' which 
had exploded from its political cocoon on an international basis. 


Another speaker, Professor Alfred Monks, Department of 
Political Science, University of Wyoming, spoke on Soviet perceptior 
toward the Middle East. Monks' speech centered on the rise of 
conflict and claims and counterclaims of Soviet-Arab-Israeli 
military aggression. 
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Another speaker. Professor Kenyon N. Griffin. 

Department of Political Science, University of Wyoming, 
delivered, a paper entitled "Catholic, Episcopalian, and 
Jewish Images of the Arab World: A Study of American 

Religion Affiliation Groups". 

Professor Glenn Perry, Department of Political 
Science, Indiana State University, gave an address concern- 
ing the one-sidedness of the Middle Eastern conflict with 
respect to pro Israel, pro-United States attitudes in this 
country. 

In the November Id, 1972 issue of the "Berkeley 
Daily Gazette" , a local newspaper, there appeared an article 
entitled "Anti-Israel Stance by UC Arab Convention". The 
article stated, in part, the following: 

At its annual convention here, one of the most 
influential Arab groups in the United States praised Palestinian 
guerillas and accused Arab governments of hypocrisy for not 
being more forceful in their campaign against Israel. 

The AAAUG declared its continued support for the 
creation of a democratic, secular state of Palestine which 
would include both Arabs and Jews. 

The group said it "salutes the Palestinian freedom 
fighters and hereby affirms its pledge to defend, by all lawful 
means their endeavors to implement their rights". 

The president of the organization, which claims 1,000 
members , including 200 college professors, said the Arab states 
had failed to mobilize themselves "to respond to the continued 
Israeli attacks on Palestinians". 

Andreas G. Paoandreou, a former Greek cabinet minister, 
told the delegates to the convention at the Claremont Hotel that 
the Arabs ana the Greeks are involved in similar struggles seeking 
independence from the United States-. . 
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Some speakers at the convention told of racism 
directed against Arabs which they said exists in the United 
States. 


They pointed to urban renewal projects which they 
said, are "oppressive” to ethnic minorities and to "stereotypes"

In the November 15, 1972 issue of "The Daily Californian" 
an independent Berkeley student newspaper published daily except 
Saturday and Sunday and University holidays during the school 
year, there appeared an article entitled "Arab-American Meeting 
US Oppression Charged". The article stated, in part, the following 

The vision of Arabs as oppressed people has been 
"collectively block out" in the United States, declared Abdeen 
Jabara, President of the Association of AAAUG, Friday. 


He emphasized the need for a common alliance with 
o ther minorities in American society who have relatively little 
power over the decisions which govern their lives. 

Andreas G. Papandreou, former Greek cabinet member 
and former chairman of the Economics Department here, pointed 
out in the keynote address that the Middle East, with its 
proximity to oil and the Arab-Israeli conflict, presents 
serious challenges to the two superpowers. Moscow and 
Washington , who are engaged in an active game of military 
expansion. '' . 
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"The Arab-Israeli conflict is manipulated so as to 
produce the right political climate to justify their military 
posture, but without leading to a hot war. The two giants 
have learned how to control their competition and transform 
it into an effective instrument for the expansion of control 
over the geosphere", Papandreou said. 

He warned that the national independence and welfare 
of the inhabitants of the Mediterranean area could be compromised 
if the forces unleashed by United States imperialism and the 
clash of the two superpowers were allowed to operate without 
resistance. 

Papandreou also expressed confidence that the peoples 
of the Mediterranean, inspired by the struggle of the Vietnamese, 
will take their stand to hold imperialism at bay. 

In the November 19, 1972 issue of the "San Francisco 
Chronicle", a local daily newspaper, there appeared an editorial 
by Victor Lasky, datelined Washington, entitled "Arab Rhetoric 
at a Berkeley Meeting". The editorial stated, in part, the 
following : 

What the "New York Times" described as "the most 
influential secular group of Arabs in the United States" — 
the AAAUG — has praised Middle Eastern guerrillas , condemned 
Arab governments for not being tough enough on Israel and 
savagely assailed the Nixon Administration for assisting the 
tiny Jewish state. 

Meeting in Berkeley, California, the Association 
passed a resolution stating it "salutes the Palestinian freedom 
fighters and hereby affirms its pledge to defend by all lawful 
means their endeavors to implement their rights". 

Established five years ago, the Arab- American Association 
consists of some 1000 members, 200 of whom are college professors 
and the rest mainly professionals who have managed to do well 
in the United States.
